cannot leave the Subjett, without putting 
our People in Mind, for their Satisfaftion 
under their Jate Dilcouragement of one 
thing, which Her Majefty alſo hints in Her 
Gracious Anſwer to the Cemmens Addreſs, 
viz. The Influence their uaauimous Pro» 
ceedings will have- on Aﬀairs, and Pers 
ſons, and Governments abroad. 

And jf lmay be a'ow'd to comment up- 
on the Royal Text,1'l] cell you ſume of them 
as they occur to me, perhaps your own 
Thoughts will aſſt you in obſerving more.

Firſt, The King of Portugal, whoſe Cir- 
cumftar.ces are, but what we are alt ſorry 
for, tov naked, preſs'd by a powerful and 
victorious Enemy, whom, it is no Refi-Qion 
on his Portuge} Mijgefty to lay, he is in no 
Capacity to withſtand ; yet as he has hi- 
therto ſhown a Conftancy une xp=tted by his 
Enemies, and ſeems to att a ſecord Duke of 
Savoy, as £o his Adherence to the Allies, ſo 
he cannot but be encouraged by thi- R (o- 
lotion of the Huuſe ot Commons, 10 /ta14 by 
Her Majeſly, and affift Her for the Support of 
bis Portugal Majeſty; Ifay, h- cannvt bur 
be encouraged to run greater Rifſques fer 
this Cauſe, than in his preſent Circumftanc 8 
we could bave hoped for, and with a Con- 
ſtancy like that of the Duke of Savoy, wait 
the Extremi'y of all things, rather than & - 
ſert bis Allies,

the Principles of meer Self, have made it 
their Maxim to ſtand by, or abandon their 
Confederates, juſt as the preſent Occaſion, 
and the Article of their own Tntereft re» 
quires, of which the Duke of Manixs is a 
lace Tragical Inftance. 

Thirdly, King Chavles of Spain, whom the 
Tories now by Way of Banter call Le pers 
Roy de Barcellione, or the little King of Bar- 
ceLona, they had been but juft if they h:d 
.call'd him Le pertir Roy de Catelogne 3 for 
with all their Viftorics and Superioricy they 
have hardly been able to ſet their Foot in 
that Province yet, a thing chiefly owing to 
the admirable ConduR of that brave Gene- 
ral the Earl of Gallway.
